A STRAW. 
SHOWING HOW THE EASTERN SITUATION 18 1. 
GARDED BY THE BRITISH MINISTRY.

Loxpon, Jan. 3—6 a. m.—At last the posi- 
tion of the Ministry has been semi-officially 
declared. Yesterday a deputation waited on 
the Colonial Minister to express the hope 
that the Cape Colony would not be forgot- 
ten in the disposition of the troops on ac- 
count of the Turco-Russian war. Lord Car- 
narvon replied that there was no altera- 
tion in England’s positien since Lord 
Derby declared it in the last 
days of November. He said, however, 
that when a settlement was made England 
was resolved to have a hand in it; also, that 
there. was a serious risk on both sides, and 
that serious results might follow if the 
Russian and British people failed to keep 


calm and not rush hastily to conclusions. ) 
In consequence of this speech, the tone of 


the London press is unusually peaceful. The 
Daily Te „however, ignores it, merely 
alluding to Wan Lord Carnarvon’s “ colorless 


speech.” 


MEDIATION, 
THE EARL OF CARNARVON’S VIEWS. 

Lonpow, Jan. 2.—The Earl of Carnarvon to- 
day recerved a deputation of South African 
merchants, who expressed the wish that rein- 
forcements be sent tothe Cape for fear the 
colonists may be outnumbered, or, in the event 
of European complications, left to their own 
resources. The Earl admitted that the situation 
at the Cape was such as to cause serious anxiety. 
In regard to the probability of England becom- 
ing involved in a European war, he said he did 
not think, in spite of the fall of Plevna, that 
there had been any material change in the 
situation since Lord Derby’s reassuring speech 
in November. The attitude of the Government, 
therefore, remained the same, watchful over 
real British interests, friendly towards other na- 
tions, and neutrai towards the belligerents. Al- 
though the Government was not prepared to 
bolster up Turkish interests as such, they were 
resolved to 

NAVE A VOICE IN THE SETTLEMENT 

of this question whenever it came on for settle- 
ment. England had not, as supposed, offered 
to mediate, but had merely conveyed overtures 
of peace from one belligerent to the other. The 
Earl declared that he wholly disagreed from the 
idea that Russia’s answer to these overtures 
was any affront or insult to Engiand. Such an 
idea seemed unfeasonable andunfounded. He 
thought at the present moment there 
was a serious risk on each side. 
On the one hand, he hoped we should not lash 
ourselves into a nervous apprehension concern- 
ing British honor and interests, as our honor 
had never been impeached throughout these 
transactions, and, although our interests were 
undoubtedly large, we should carefully dis- 
criminate between real and secondary interests, 
On the other hand, he hoped sincerely that Rus- 
sia would remember that many questions now 
arising are not for settlement between the 
bellizerents alone, but will involve European 
interests. In the final decision of these ques- 
tions it was very important that England, as a 
member of the European family, should have a 
distinct voice. 

Lord Carnarvon did not feel any difficulty in 
reconciling these two views, and reminded his 
hearers of the way in which England drifted 
into the Crimean war. He thought few people 
looked back on that war with satisfaction, and 
was confident that nobody in Engiand was in- 
sane enough to desire its repetition. He polut- 
ed out “that the commercial community, both 
in England and Russia, was interested in the 
maintenance of peace, and hoped the British 
Government would never do anything to en- 
courage alarm or admit that diplomacy had be- 


come so exhausted as to be incapable of afford- 


ing a peaceful solution. 
THE BRITISH CABINET COUNCIL. 

Lonpon, Jan. 8-5 a. m.—The Jost publishes 
a paragraph in‘official form to the effect that 
the Cabinet yesterday by ho means assumed 
that Russia’s answer shut the door to overtures. 
The paragfaph points out that England, when 
cominuicating the Russian 
Porte, will. be expected to accom- 
pany it with advice. Therefore it 
will de very natural if England. 
before taking this step, inquires what conditions 
Russian commanders have been instructed to 
demand. By approaching Russia again, England 
would ve giving proof of her earnest desire to 
spare Europe furtherdanger. Another Cabinet 
Council is announced for to-day. 

WHAT RUSSIA WANTS. 

A Vienna correspondent says the Russian 
Government appears to be throwing out feelers 
pointing tothe demolition of Turkey’s Danubian 
fortresses as onc of the conditions of peace.

“Unless something entirely beyond surmise 
has occurred to turn theyovernment from the 
views expressed by Mr. Cross, the Home Secre- 
tery, in the Heuse of Commons at tire last ses- 
sion, and by Karl Derby, the Foreign Minister, 
to a deputation which recently waited on him, 
the Ministers would welcome the support which 
the adhesion to their views by all responsibie 
statesmen would afford. The time for silence 
has passed, and the hour for speech, and for 
decided speech, has come.” 

ITALY’S ATTITUDE. 

It was reported in London. last night that 
the King of italy, in addressing members of 
the Italian Parliament, at the New-Year’s re- 
ception, made a threatening speech, which was 
interpreted here as dirccted against Turkcy or 
Euglaud. 

The Times’ Rome special merely says: The 
King alluded to the gravity of the present state 
of Europe, and expressed his earnest desire to 
contribute to peace, and _Fecommended con- 
cord.“ 

Another Rome dispatch says: The King 
recommended the Deputies to preserve con- 
cord, and cxpressed his hope that they would 
take care that the army wanted for nothing, as 
he saw a stormy horizov around, and it micht 
be necessary ‘for Italy, who is desirous for 
peace, so to act as to make herself not only re- 
spected but feured, in case any Power should 
wish to consult its own interests alone.“ 

Romg, Jan. 2.—The /talie denies that the 
King used warlike language at yesterday's re- 
ception, and says he, merely reterring to the 
difficulties of the European situation, recom- 
mended the national representatives to preserve 
concord among themselves. 


A BOLD RAID. 
THE RUSSIAN BALKAN EXPEDITION. 

Lonpon, Jan. 2.—A Vienna dispatch says: 
The Russians have achieved a rare feat of per- 
severance and endurance ip crossing the 
Etropol Balkans, and, though the force cannot 
be very numerous, and the whole movement 
seems to savor rather of a bold, adventnrous 
raid like Gen. Gourko’s over the Hankoi Pass 
than of a regular military operation, it cannot 
but hasten the withdrawal of the Turkish troops 
from the Balkan line, at guy rate from the 
western portion. Suleiman Pasha seems to 
have foreseen this when he took up his head- 
quarters at Ichtiman, and to haye thought that 
a stand made at the rallying-point formed by 
the junction of the Rhodope and the second 
Balkan chain might effectually bar ali advance 
from the direction of Sofia. There is, however, 
a succession of parallel valleys formed by the 
Topolinca, the Guipso, and the Tundja, which 
run to the north of Ichtiman, by which Russian 
columns decending from the Etropol Balkans 
may press eastward, and, uniting with the forces 
traversing the Shipka Pass, turn the position of 
Ichtiman, and march down upon Adrianople. 
The only question, therefore, is whether the 
Turks are strong enough to bar the descent 
from Shipka Pass, and hold Ichtiman with the 
defiles of Topplinca and the Guipso at the same 
time. If not, they must retreat still further to 
the east. , ‘

THE ROUMANSIANS. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—A correspondent telegraphs : 
“The Roumanians are lug very uneasy 
about the rumored inte OF Russia to des 
mand a retrocession of the small strip of Bess4- 
rabia which was ceded to Roumania after the 
Crimean war. This would leave Roumania not 
only without compensation for the sacrifices of

Austria is thought likely te object to the exten- 
sion of Roumanian territofy south of the Dan- 
ube, ”? 

TURKISH OUTRAGES. 

Lonpon, Jan. 2.—There is great excitement 
here to-day, caused by news just received from 
Crete. A number of Christian families ter- 
day attempted to enter Retimo, a small town 
on the north coast, but were prevented by the 
Turkish populace, who assaulted them, men, 
women, and children. After driving the Chris- 
tians back, the Turks closed the gates of the 
town, and ‘then turned to the British Vice- 
Consul, threatening his Hfe, and pursumg 
him with knives, until he .found a 
friendly shelter in the house of a brother 
Consul. The Turkish soldiers quietly stood by 
during all these outrages,.and not one at- 
tempted to stop the riotous disturbances. The 
British ironclad Rupert arrived at Athens yes- 
terday, and sailed last night for Petimo, and it 
is believed here that England wiil take tempo- 
rary possession of the island, with a view of 
preventing a repetition of the outrages. 

THE MONTENEGRINS. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—A dispatch from Ragusa 
reports that the whole Montenegrin force from 
the Herzegovina frontier is moving into Alba- 
nia. The Governor of Albania has ordered a 
forced levy. 

BOSNIAN INSURRECTION. 

A Belgrade dispatch says the insurrection in 
Bosnia is reported to be reviving and gaining 
ground.

He says 
the published statements of the National Trust 
Company's condition for years past were licti- 
tious, and 80 cunningly devised as to deceive 
not only the creditors and stockholders, but also 
a majority of the Board of Trustees. . The 
Trustees, he states, are open to criticism for 
permitting the President to manipulate its 
affairs according to his own, notions. The 
cavital stock of the Company was placed at 
$1,000,000 by its charter, and by the returns 
made to the Banking Devartment that amount 
of stock had been subscribed and paid in. 
„But in this, however,“ says Mr. Best, Pres- 
dent Mangam had practiced the greatest du- 
plicitv in his relations tothe department, stock- 
holders, and the public. At no time since 
1873 has the capital stock amounted to 81.000, 
000, Beginning with the panic of that year and 
continuing down to Oct. 4, 1877, Mr. Mangam 
had systematically used the funds of thie Com- 
pany to purchase its own stock.“ 

M.. Best quotes from the testimony of Mr. 
Mangam to show that money was loaned by the 
Company upon its own stock to Peasley & Co. 
A member of this firm belonged to the Execu- 
tive * and was a Trustee of the Com- 
pany, by name William B.Shattuck.

The Little Town of Ferndale Hor- 
ritied by a Bloody 
Tragedy. 


An Organist Kills the Woman He 
Loves and Commits Suicide. 


Awtul Struggle Between the Mur- 
derer and His Victim. 


The Attack as Prolonged and Persistent as 
in the Burdell Murder. 


A Young Girl Butehered by an Abor- 
; tionist in St. Louis. 


HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 
Special Dispatch to The CAciago Tribune. 

Brrutrzunx, Pa., Jan. 2.—The little Village 
of Ferndale was the scene of a terrible tragedy 
last night,—the murder of Miss Lizzie Davis by 
her lover, Johu Haddock, andthe latter’s sub- 
sequent suicide. Haddock was the organist 
of the only church in the town, and 
his victim, a comely Welsh lass, was 
leader of the choir of the same, and about the 
same age, 20. Haddock was passſonately in love 
with his choir-leader, and, when Israel Jones, a 
former rival, reappeared in the village, his pas- 
sion became iusanity. On Sunday last 
he threatened that, if she would 
hold any intercourse with the man 
Joues, he would kill her and 
then himself. Miss Davis informed her uncle, 
with whom she lived, that she proposed, as soon 
as Jones again left the village, to discard both. 
Having previously borrowed a revolver, Had- 


dock last evening visited the youn lady. It is 


supposed «he renewed his suit and was 
rejected. A desperate struggle ensued. Had- 
dock secured a butcher-knife with a blade 
eight inches long and worn down very narrow 
and tapering, the edge not very sharp, and, 
after repeated attempts with the knife, as the 
cuts on her body testified, he was compelled 
to resort to the vistol. There is a 
cut in the throat extending al- 
most from ear to ear, showing that 
he must have had his victim in such a position 
as to enable him to attempt to cut her throat. 
The knife scarcely penetrated the skin. There 
is a cut onthe top of the head, another under the 
right ear, another in that ear incised around at 
the angle of the jaw, two cuts on the chest, 
and shght abrasions over the left eye and an the 
back of the right hand. The latter were no 
doubt received in guarding against the 
maniac’s assaults. Beside these cuts he 
fired at the girl three times, hitting 
her but once. However, the bullet struck 
a vital point, probably the lungs. A 
second ball was found on sweeping tothe room. 
The girl lived ten or twelve minutes after being 
discovered, but was unconscious. She had run 
up stairs in the hope of escaping her 
fate. There are evidences of the strug- 
gle on the upper floor, again down 
stairs, and back into the parlor, 
where the fatal bullet was finally fired, and 
where, weltering in her own blood, the girl was 
subsequently discovered in a dying condition. 
The girl was not killed by the first 
bali fired. She guarded her body even 


against the pistol. Her dress, sleeves, 
and white cuffs were burned and powder- 
marked, and her left arm showed burns especi- 
ally at the left elbow-joint. There were also 
powder marks on the left forehead and left 
temple. Satisfied that his work was well 
done, Haddock proceeded to his own 
home, about 200 yards distant. His parents 
had retired. He tapped at their bedroom 
window, and his mother opened the door. He 
asked her to put a chair in front of the door 
and retire, that he was going down back, and 
would be iu soon. In a few moments he 
entered, and the mother remarked that he 
was back soon. He replied that he had 
no desire to remain long, and passed up-stairs. 
By this ruse he escaped being detected im his 
blood-begrimed and torn clothing. He no 
sooner reached his room than the family were 
startled by the report of a disc ng firearm, 
and the lifeless body of qoun Haddock was 
found in his room. The fourth charge of the 
old pepper-box revolver had passed between the 
fiftn and sixth ribs into his heart. Death was 
instantaneous. Mr. Davis frost learned of the 
suicide when he recalled the threat that Had- 
dock made, and at once proceeded to nis 
home. He found that the front door would 
not open because something lay in front of it. 


| Fearing the worst. he called his neighbor, Mr. 


. into the house and 
found the dying girl lying upon the 
overeoat of ber murderer. Near the body 
was found the murderer’s necktie, which he had 
lost in the struggle. The murderer left behind 
no words of explanation. On the paper collar 
which he had worn he had written in a bold, 
legible hand these words: Forgive me, 
mother.“

Lambert, ex-Presi- 
dent of the American Popular Life Insurance 
Company, convicted of swearing to false re- 
ports, was to-day arraigned for sentence.

SOUND DOCTRINE.

This borrowing of money for the 
public good is one of the most important exercises 
of public authority. It ie possible only to main- 
tain its dignity by a faithful compliance with the 
solemn obligation ſucurred in the act of borrowing. 
The refusal to comply with the faith plighted in 
the premises degrades the act to the infamous level 
of highway robbery, and in the opinion of all civil- 
ized peopie renders the State altogether unworthy 
of recognition as such.

Public discredit brings upon them pri- 
vate discredit. In all the walks of life there will 
be disadvantaga aud injury.

who will call upon the mountains to fall down up- 
on them and hide theirshame. When our fathers 
created our Federal Government chiefly to 
direct exterior concerns and foreign inter- 
course, they never dreamed that any State 
would ever fail to pay its pubiie 
obligations. Had they apprehended any such 
thing there would have been some clausein the 
Constitution to provide inst any such forfeiture 
ot public bonor, for no State could lose its public 
credit and forfeit its public honor without infict- 
ing injury not only within ite own boundaries but 
upon the national reputation. We venture the 
idea that the people then directing public affairs 
would have set down a failure of a State to man- 
tain its public honor as tantamount to failure to 
maintain its title to Statehood, and we really think

Even ap approximate estimate 
of the valu? of property destroyed can hardly 
be mnde in the absence of data as to construc- 
tion and size of boilers, and the damage inflict- 
ed through destruction of property, loss of 
time, and repairs. Businéss-men interested in 
steam-power, and using it familiarly, may judge 
if it be economy to invest in cheap men or boys, 
through iguorance or neglect. |

THE SUN’S DISTANCE. 

Lonpon, Dec. 17.— To the Editor of the London 
Times: | have received a large number of letters 
respecting the new estimate of the sun’s dis- 
tance deducible from the observations of the 
British Transit Expeditions. Among these 
letters is one from the author of a forthcoming 
work on astronomy, who wishes to know 
whether all the dimensions depending on the 
sun’s distance.ought now to be modified to ac- 
cord with the new evaluation. It may probably 
be of use to indicate how the matter at present 
stands. 

The value of the sun’s distance, deduced b 
Capt. Tupman with great skill and after muc 
labor from many sets of observations made 
with mach care and after long practice, may be 
set at 93,321,000 miles. The sole method 
employed in obtaining this result has 
been that called Delisle's, which, between 
1868 and 1874, was the subject of 
so much controversy in these — and else- 
where. In fact, the observations employed may 
be said to belong exclusively to Sir G. Airy’s 
original scneme. For the Halleyan observations 
made at southern stations by the British parties 
will be effective only when combined with those 
made at northern stations by America, Russia, 
and Germany. This result, 98,321,000 miles, ex- 
a million miles Newcomb’s 
mean value (92,3 miles) deduced from ob- 
servations by six pen It exceeds by more 
than a million miles Leverrier’s estimate from 
the planetary hye It exceeds still 
more (by about 000 miles) the value for 
deducing which from the transit observations 
of 1769, Stone (then first assistant at Green- 
wich) received a few yearsago the gold medal 
of the Astronomical Society. 

The probable error of the new result is set by 
Capt. Tupman at 200,000 miles. It is a rather 
siguificant circumstance, however, that of the 
two sets of observations (ingress and egréss) 
into which the British results can be divided. 
one gives a distance exceeding by more than a 
million miles the distance given by the other 
set. 

It appears to me that the main result of the 
observations is the demonstration of what was 
before a matter of surmise—the untrustworthy 
natuse of Delisle's method.

Gen. McDowell, the Federal commander at 
Manassas, and a trained soldier of unusual ac- 
quirements, was so hounded and worried by 
ignorant and impatient politicians and newspa- 
pers, as to be scarcely responsible for his acts. 
This may be said of all the commanders in the 
beginning of the War—notably of the Confed- 
erate General Albert Sidney Johnston—whose 
early loss on the field of Shiloh was irreparable, 
and, mayhap, determined the fate of the South. 
McDowell’s pian of battle was excellent, and 
its execution by his mob no worse than might 
have been confidently expected. The late Gov. 
Andrew of Massachusetts observed that his 
men thought they were going to a town- 
meeting. This is exhaustive criticism. With 
soldiers at his disposal, McDowell would have 
succeeded in turning and overwhelming Beau- 
regard’s left, driving him from his rail com- 
munications with Richmond, and preventing 
the junction of Johnston frem the valley. It 
appears that Beauregard was, to some extent, 
surprised by the attack, contemplating move- 
meuts by his centre and right. His exposed and 
weak left, however, stubbornly resisted the 
shock of the opposing masses. Beauregard, 
whose personal daring and coolness were most 
inspiriting, brought up assistance from the cen- 
tre and right, and the ground was held until 
Johnston, who had skilfully eluded Patterson, 
arrived, and began feeding the fight with his 
poopie, when the affair was soon decided.

HAVE THE PEOPLE ANY RIGHTS? 

One of the greatest considerations involved 
in the attempt to make all the debts, public 
and private, of the people of the United 
States payable in gold coin, to the exclusion 
of the silver dollar, which had been a legal- 
tender from 1792 to 1873, is the open defiance 
of public opinion and public demand: Is this 
a Government organized, administered, 
maintained, and supported for the mere ben- 
efit, profit, and protection of bondholders and 
money-lenders ? Or is this a Government 
of the people, for the people, by the peo- 
ple”? The Constitution is the common de- 
fense of all classes. It protects the rights of 
all equally, and no more. Within the Con- 
stitution, the popular will is supreme.

It is charged with the promotion 
of the public welfare, and the Constitution 
places in the hands of the people the means 
of changing their representation in Con- 
gress until that body both represents and 
executes the popular will. ) 

The ruling class in the New England 
States want an increase in the value of dol- 
lars. Metallic money is too cheap for them, 
and therefore they want metallic money 
made scarce and more valuable. A portion 
of ti people of New York are of the same 
opinion. They want coin dollars that will 
buy more land and other property than 
coin dollars will buy now. In New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, and Maryland, pub- 
lic sentiment on this question may be said 
to be evenly divided, and the restoration of 
the silver dollar as a legal-tender is de- 
manded possibly by one-half of the popula- 
tion of these States. In the other twenty- 
seven States there is hardly any division of 
opinion among the people; they may be 
said to be unanimously in favor of the 
restoration and remonetization of the silver 
dollar. 

This question of the coinage and legal- 
tender character of the metallic money of 
the country is by the express direction of the 
Constitution committed to the discretion of 
Congress; there is no denial that the con- 
stitutional power and control over this sub- 
ject is absolute and unlimited. It can mone- 
tize silver or gold; it can change, alter, and 
devise new denominations of coin, and es- 
tablish their weights, and attach to them a 
general or limited legal-tender character. It 
is one of the comparatively few subjects over 
which Congress has unlimited constitutional 
power. The representatives of the people 
in Congress stand in relation to the restora- 
tion of the silver dollar in a large majority 
in both branches of Congress. The Presi- 
dent, while on a single point he questions 
the unlimited remonetization of silver, fully 
concedes the power of Congress and the 
right of Congress to act on this matter. In 
his message, the President thus points out 
the right and duty of Congress to legislate 
on this subject, as compared with his duty to 

recommend: 

Closely connected with this general subject of 
the resumption of specie payments is one subor- 
dinate, but still of grave importance, —I mean the 
readjustment of our coinage system by the renewal 
of the silver dollar as an element of our specie 
currency, endowed by legislation with the quality 
of legal-tender, to a greater or less extent. As 

there is no doubt of the power of Congress, under 
the Constitution, to coin money and declare the 
value thereof, and as this power covers the whole 
range of authority applicable to the metal. the 
rated value of the legal-tender quality which shall 
be adopted for the coinage, the considerations 
which should induce or discourage a particular 
measure connected with coinage, belong clearly to 
the province of legislative discretion and 
of public expediency. Without intruding on the 
province of legislation in the least, I have thought 
the subject of such critical importance inthe actual 
condition of our affairs as to present an occarion 
for the exercise of the duty imposed by the Consti- 
tution on the President of recommending to the 
consideration of Congress such measures as he 

shall judge necessary and expedient. Holding the 
opinion, as 1 do, that neither the interest of the 
Government nor of the people of the United States 
would be promoted by disparaging silver as one of 
the two precious metals which furnish the coinage 
of the world, and that legislation which looks to 
maintaining the volume of intrinsic money to as 
full a measure of both metals as their relative com- 
mercial values will permit, would be neither un- 
just nor inexpedient. I must ask your indtlgence 
to a brief and definite statement of certain essential 
features in any such legislative measures, which I 
feel it my duty to recommend. 

Here the President frankly declares that 
„there is no doubt of the power of Con- 
gress” over the subject; that the considera- 
tions which should govern belong clearly 
to the province of legislative discretion,” and 
in making his recommendation he does so 
without intruding on the province of legis- 
lation in the least.” He goes further, and 
declares that tie national interest would not 
be promoted by disparaging silver as one of 
the money metals of the world, and that leg- 
islation looking to maintaining both metals 
in the coinage of money would be neither 
unjust nor inexpedient. Though the Presi- 
dent had thus given his opinion in these 
plain and distinct terms as to the exclusive 
powers of Congress, the New York Times on 
the 26th of December assumed that the Pres- 
ident will, at the command of the Gold Ring, 
veto the Silver bill, and put the popular will 
at defiance. Here is what that paper says: 

What, afterall, makes the silver movement a 
really dangerous one is ‘Ae fact that it is, as far as 
we can judge, sustained by a public sentiment 
which may be mistaken and shallow, but which 
prevails with a majority of the voters of the Union 
at the present moment. There is no use in trying 
to conceal the fact that (he attitude of the Govern- 
ment is just now far in advance of the ovinion of

The President, even if the legislation shall 
not be exactly what/he thinks it ought to be, 
has declared that he will not intrude the Ex- 
ecutive will in a case where Congress has 
full and unlimited discretionary power. The 
demand that the President shall veto the Sil- 
ver billis a demand that, to promote the 
special interests of a small class of men in 
New England and New York, he shall treat 
the will and judgment of the people of the 
Union generally with contempt and defiance. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
Under the Constitution the President and heads 
of departments are to make nominations for office, 
the Senate is to advise and consent to appoint- 
ments, and the House of Representatives is to ac- 
cuse and prosecute faithless officere. The best 
interest of the public service demands that these 
distinctions be respected—that Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who may be jadges and accusers should 
not dictate appointments to office. The invariable 
rule for appointments should have reference to the 
honesty, fidelity, and capacity of appointees, giving 
to the party in power those places where harmony 
and vigor of administration requires its policy to 
be represented, bat permitting all others to be 
filled by persons selected with sole reference to the 
efliciency of the public service and the right of 
citizens to share in the honor of rendering faithful 
service to their conntry. . 
We commend the above extract to the 


careful attention of our readers, not as par- 
ticularly novel, but as bearing closely upon 
the merits of the assault made upon the 
President by the Senatorial Implacables. 
The importance, of this declaration in its 
general bearings grows out of its origin and 
the circumstances that surrounded it when 
it was first enunciated. This is not an ex- 
tract from editorials of Tne Cuicaco Tris- 
uNE, the Cincinnati Commercial, or the New 
York Nation. It is not taken from one of 
Mr. Conris' essays, or from one of Mr. 
Scuvrz’s speeches. It was not inspired by 
any one writer_or orator. It represents the 
sentiment of the Republican party, not an 
idealistic’ theory of a reformer. It is the 
fifth plank of the platform of the Repub- 
lican party, adopted at Cincinnati last year. 
Upon this platform Mr. Hayes was elected 
to the Presidential office. People seem to 
have overlooked the issues of that elec- 
tion, They seem to have forgotten that 
Senators and Representatives were sent to 
aue by the people upon this 
plauk of the platform, and that this 
and the other planks were no less 
than an official vote of instructions from 
the Republican party to its agents, even 
Senator OaiesBy included. He may roar his 
loudest, but he cannot escape from this 
Elected upon this issue, and 
having taken the most solemn obligations to 
carry it out, the President has consistently 
adhered to the letter and spirit of the in- 
structions of the party that nominated and 
elected him. He has scrupulously respected 
and obeyed every line of the fifth plank. He 
has made his nominations for office with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, and he 
has made no objection to the accusation and 
prosecution of faithless officers by the House. 
He has faithfully obeyed the declaration 
of the Convention that nominated him, that 
Senators and Representatives should not 
dictate appointments. He has made his ap- 
pointments with reference to the honesty, 
fidelity, and capacity of the appointees, 
and has not complained when the 
Senate has exercised its prerogative 
of refusing its consent to his nominations. 
Wherever the policy of the party was con- 
cerned, he has respected it, not looking 
upon the personal greed of office-seekers or 
the rapacity of professional politicians for 
spoils, however, as the policy of the party, 
and in every other instance has manifested 
his intention, in consonance with the spirit 
of his instructions, to fill the offices with 
„persons selected with sole reference to the 
efficiency of the public service and the right 
of citizens to share in the honor of render- 
ing faithful service to their country.” 

The situation, therefore, stands like this: 
The President was elected upon this issue, as 
well as the others contained in the platform, 
and took his office under solemn pledges to 
enforce them. He has made an honest, ear- 
nest, resolute effort to perform his duty, not 
going a step beyond. the limits laid down 
by the Convention in its platform, 
and has met with obstacles at every 
step, thrown in his way by impla- 
cable politicians who have been brought up 
and educated in the spoils and patronage 
system of politics. These men now propose 
to drive the President out of the Republican 
party unless he abandons, not the systematic 
enforcement of the provisions of the plat- 
form upon which he was elected, but the ef- 
fort to enforce them. There has probably 
never before been such an instance of official 
persécution for party fealty, and no record 
that we can remember of a party leader suf- 
fering the most persistent assaults for hon- 
estly, fearlessly, and consistently carrying out 
the policy which his party instructed him to 
carry out. If they succeed in forcing him 
out of the party, however, they will be some- 
what surprised at the magnitude of the fol- 
lowing he will bave. 


THE PARTY OF “FRAUD” AND ITS AIMS. 
Gov. Ronixsox, of New York, devotes a 
part of his annual message to an attack upon 
President Hayes. Nobody will be surprised 
to hear that Gov. Ropinson has made this 
blunder, for he is known everywhere as a 
dull man, who has only iearned well how to 
obey Suu J. Torx. But it is surprising 
that TI DEx and his advisers should persevere 
in their error. Public opinion has not of 
late concerned itself much about them or 
their affairs. So far as it has found occasion 
to express itself, it has said pretty plainly 
that it has no sympathy with their conduct. 
No respectable newspaper and no respectable 
man has joined in the ery of Fraud,“ or 
saluted the President of the United States as 
His Fraudulency,” or attempted to affix 
the stamp of fraud" upon his brow or any 
other part of his person. The movement 
ends and begins with Mr. Tx, Who has 
no reputation to lose, and the only organ of 
expression it has thus far found is the New 
York Sun, which is not strictly rational or 
accountable for its opinions. It is a great 
pity, under the circumstances, that the 
Governor of New York should be brought 
into the conspiracy and made to celebrate 
his own subserviency and foolishness in so 
conspicuons a manner. The party of Fraud 
had neither character nor numbers before 
he joined it; and it is hardly better off for 
his membership in it. But, while he has 
failed to help his friend, he has hurt him- 
self. He has by afew strokes of his pen 
sacrificed the confidence of the best men in 
his party, and surrendered all chances of 
future political preferment. N

MR. STEPHENS ON THE ELECTORAL 
COUNT. 

The purpose of the article written by the 
Hon. ALEXANDER H. Srepuens for the Inter- 
national Review on the subject of counting 
the Electoral vote for President and Vice- 
President of the United States is to demon- 
strate that Congress has the power to deter- 
mine the matter without resort to a consti- 
tutional amendment, and also to point out 
what Mr. Stermens conceives to be the best 
method that can be adopted. It is well 
known that Mr. Stepuens fully sustains the 
power exercised by the last Congress in 
agreeing upon the Electoral Commission for 
determining the disputed votes; indeed, were 
it otherwise, he could not now maintain that 
Congress has the power to adopt a perma- 
nent plan for making the count without pro- 
posing an athendment to the Constitution, 
to be ratified by the people in the manner 
prescribed by the Constitution itself. The 
serious controversy over the last Presidential 
election illustrated the urgent necessity for 
some definite, explicit, and permanent rule 
‘governing the count, and the subject is 
now under formal consideration by a 
joint committee of both Houses of 
Congress. A number of projects have been 
brought before this Committee, and others 
will still be framed, but they all contemplate 
an amendment to the Constitution. Mr. 
SrepHens contends that a constitutional 
amendment is not necessary, but only a law 
that may be passed by Congress, prescribing 
the method of the count in accordance with 
the intention of the Constitution; he also 
contends that this intention is clearly that 
the count of the — — shall actually 
be made in a joint of the two Houses 
of the Congress, and ‘that every disputed 
Electoral vote shall be determined by a ma- 
jority of the joint convention in a per capita 
vote. 

The point seems clear enough that Con- 
gress may adopt a law controlling the count 
without resorting to a constitutional amend- 
ment. In as early a Congressional session as 
that of 1799-1800, which included some of 
the very men who had assisted in framing 
the Constitution, a proposition for regu- 
lating the count of the popular vote 
was adopted in each House, and the 
only reason why the measure failed to 
become a law was because the two Houses 
could not concur in a certain amendment; 
the incident serves to show, hownyer, that, 
in a time when the intention of the Consti- 
tution was perfectly familiar, Congress was 
regarded as competent to pass a law regu- 
lating the count of the Electoral vote, so 
long as it should not traverse the actual re- 
quirements of the Constitution that the 
count shall be made in the presence of both 
Houses. The long existence and practical 
operation of what is known as the joint 
rule of 1865, which provided that no Elect- 
oral vote should be counted except by the 
concurrence of both Houses, after a separate 
consideration in case of objection, is an- 
other evidence of the competency of Con- 
gress to determine the matter by law. Mr. 
Sreruens’ argument thus far is a complete 
vindication’ of the lawfulness of Presi- 
dent Hares’ title, which comes from 
a concurrence of both Houses in 
a mode of counting that conformed 
with the Constitution, and it is also conclu- 
sive as to the right of Congress to make a 
permanent as well as transient law to govern 
the count. But the question is one rather 
of expediency than legality. Any joint rule 
on the subject might fail as the jojnt rule of 
1865 failed of adoption just before the 
Electoral controversy last year; and any law 
passed by Congress may be repealed by 
Congress. The main object to be gained is 
such a definition of the counting of the 
Electoral votes as will with certainty prevent 
the recurrence of so menacing a dispute as 
that growing out of the late election. and no 
mere statute would secure this. In every 
case of disputed Electoral votes that may 
arise in the future, a desperate: effort to re- 
peal the law governing the count would be 
made by the party whose interests that law 
would be likely to affect injuriously. If 
precisely the same procedure were prescribed 
by a constitutional amendment, both parties 


would be estopped from all agitation and in- 
trigue to change the plan in order to secure 
partisan advantage for the time being. 

There is sure to be a great divergence of 
sentiment on the plan which Mr. Srxrnzus 
recommends as the proper one to be framed 
into a law by Congress. His project is set 
forth in the following extract from his 
article : 

The true rule, then, woul@ seem, from the 
language of the Constitution, if adhered to in 
good faith, to be, that all matters appertaining to 
the count, involving questiens of disputed votes, 
and all matters relating to the validity or invalidity 
of the returns furnished the President of the Seu- 
ate, as well as all questions touching the constitu- 
tional qualifications of Electors, shall be deter- 
mined by both Houses in joint convention. Had 
it been the intention that these questions should 
be determined by each House separately, not act- 
ing in concert with the other, why was it not so 


expressly said? Why was the power of counting 


conferred upon both Houses, if both Houses in 
joint action were not to determine the question ; 
and how could both Houses in joint action deter- 
mine such a question in any other way, as the Con- 
stitution stands, than by a per capita vote? This 
would seem to be the legitimate construction, — 
violating no principle and jeopardizing no rights 
or interests. Looking to the character of objects 
had in view in the Constitution in regulating the 
choice of President and Vice-President. is there 
therefore any necessity for any measure to remedy 
existing evils, and especially those which were so 
giaring and threatening at the last election, except 
the adoption of a joint rule by the two House 
providing that the validity of the returns and Me 
constitutional qualifications of Electors shall be 
determined and settled by the members of the two 
Houses in joint convention, as above stated, that 
is, by a per capita vote? It seems to the writer of 
this article that there is not. 

That is to say, Mr. Stepuens holds that 
the Constitution as it stands is not defective 
on the question of counting the Electoral 
vote, but that it is the purpose and intent of 
the Constitution that every Electoral vote 
shall be counted or rejected by a per capita 
vote of both Senators and Representatives 
acting together in “ joint convention,” after 
the same manner that the two Houses of a 
State Legislature elect a United States Sen- 
ator. He rejects as absurd the theory that 
the two Houses should be mere witnesses of 
the count, which should thus be left to the 
discretion of the President of the Senate. 
He also contends that the joint rule of 1865 
was u violation of the constitutional pro- 
vision, inasmuch as the two Houses separat- 
ed for the consideration of.any disputed 
vote; and, finally, he recurs to the history 
of the Constitution for the purpose of 
proving that it was the intention of 
its framers to recognize the Federal 
peculiarity of our Government in the 
choice of President, and hence he 
contends that both the Senate and 
the House, respectively representing the 
State organizations and the people as a 
whole, shall be the arbiter in every case of 
dispute. Without analyzing these argu- 
ments, or considering the expediency of 
settling upon this plan, it is sufficient to say 
that the essential objection remains, viz. : 
That the construction of the constitutional 
provision will always be open to dispute so 
long as it shall have no other force than that 
given it by a joint rule or even a law of 
Congress. A plan which the present Con- 
gress may agree to may be unsatisfactory to 
the succeeding Congress, and the joint rule 
or statute could be repealed. Under any 
such settlement as this there is always a 
danger that the country may be con- 
fronted at every Presidential election 
with the same ugly, partisan contest 
that was pursued to the very verge 
of national disaster and civil strife last year. 
If the manner of counting the Electoral votes 
be merely ordered by a law of Congress, 
purporting to construe the constitutional 


provision, any party may at any time agitate 


for the repeal of that law, and the substitu- 
tion of another which shall put a different 
construcuon upon the constitutional provis- 
ion. The real trouble is that the directions 
of the Constitution are not explicit enough, 
and the change demanded is an organic one, 
which shall not be subject to every change 
in the political complexion of Congress, nor 
give rise to party strife over a certain con- 
struction’ which, for the time being, may be 
favorable to one faction and unfavorable to 
the other. This explains the necessity 
for a constitutional amendment which Mr. 
STEPHENS’ proposition does not meet.

Julius Stein's Story Regarding 
the Great Straw-Bailer. 


Mr. Stein in Much Trouble Over the 
Predicament He Is In, 


State’s-Attorney Mills Explains 
Legal Status of Affairs, 


Dec. 7 George Eager, Julius Stein, and several 
others were arrested on a charge of stealing, or 
receiving stolen goods. Stein turned State's evi- 
dence, and, on his testimony mainly, all hands 
were held over to await the action of the Grand 
Jury. Day before yesterday he was indicted: 
yesterday he was brought into court, pleaded 
guilty, and sentenced to two years in the Peni- 


tentiary. 
A reporter of THz TRIBUNE visited Stein at 


the County Jail last evening, and had a long 
talk with him about his own case and about 
George Eager. Stein, as his name indicated, is 
a German, and his knowledge of the English 
language is almost equal to bis ignorance of 
American courts. If his statement can be re- 
lied on, he didn’t know what he was doing when 
he pleaded guilty: His story is given as related, 
the German and broken English being cor- 
rected. 
„1 understand.“ said the reporter, that 
there has been some queer work in your case, 
and I would like to know all about it.” 
„There has been, my friend. I know there is 
some dirty work, and it was done by George 
Eager.“ ; 
“TELL ME WHAT YOU KNOW.” 
“T have demanded for a whole week to go 
"before the Grand Jury, because I wanted to teil 
them the God’s truth how I got into this scrape, 
—how | received the goods innocently from 
George Eager.” 
‘Did he ever attempt to buy you off?” 
“Yes. He agreed when I was in Harrison- 
Street Station to give me $2,000 to leave the 
city. He was to go bail for me. I told him I 
wouldn’t have anything to do with him; that J 
didn’t want to be bailed out by him; that 1 
would rot in jail first, and wouldn’t go away 
for $20,000; that 1 didn’t want any of his 


money.“ 
„He didn’t bail you out?”’ 
“No. When I had my examination I was 
bailed out by my friends. And then | demand- 
ed to go before the Grand Jury, for 1 wanted to 
tell them how I got the goods from er—how 
he led me into buying them because he had me 
in his control.” 
„How!“ : 
„He signed a bond once for me, and he 
thought he could do anvthing with nie.“ 
In what way were you led into buying the 
goods?’ 
He came to meone night with some samples 
‘of cloth, and said he had a Sheriff’s sale on the 
West Side, and wanted me to buy the goods. I 
told him I had no money, and didn’t want to 
buy them; and the next po A after the robbery 
he came to me with the thief Burns, and told 
me all about it. I wanted to get before the 
Grand Jury to tell them about it, and have been 
running over bere every day for a week wait- 
ing tor the case to come up. en 
Berg’s case came up I was there, but 
wasn’t admitted. Finally, the day before yes- 
terday (Tuesday) I was told that I couldn’t go 
before them until the indictments were re- 
turned, and that they would be returned this 
morning. This morning (Wednesday) I was in 
the County Building at hatf-past 9 o’clock. 1 
saw Webber, and he said, Wait a little while, 
and I will give you a chance to go before the 
Grard Jury.’ Afterwards I met George Eager 
on the stairs, and he said, "Well Stein, I sup. 
pose you are ready to go to jail now? 1 didn’t 
answer bim. Then I went inte court and staid 
there until about 11 o’clock,when Mr. Mills 
came to me and said, As soon as the jury is 
impaneled 1 will take you before the Judge.’ 
He took me betore the Judge, and he asked me 
if I had any witnesses, and I told him no: that 
didn't come prepared for a trial; and then 
I PLEADED GUILTY 
to the indictment, and he sentenced me right 
off to two years. I have, no doubt it was a put- 
up job so I couldn’t go before the Grand Jury. 
Eager wanted me out of the way.“

In Room 4, No. 167 Madison street, is located 
the Franklin Employment Agency,” another 
of those institutions which have sprouted up in 
Chicago during the last two months, having for 
their object the procurement of situations for 
men out of work, a fee being charged for the 
‘efforts’ made to that end.

No manufacturer wants 
to make a yard of cloth when its cost is likely 
to fall in a month, and so business is paralyzed. 
But let it be understood that the lower line of 
depression 1s reached; let the passage of this 
Silver bill be an assurance that there shall not 
be thereafter wy | destruction of the values of 
property which has come from this attempt to 
reach specie payments, and business will come 
in areturning tide of prosperity all over 
the country. No city peeds this prosperity 
more than Boston. at your burut dis- 
trict. There is no better-built business section 
in any city in the worla; and yet, as a whole, it 
does not, I believe, pay more than 3 per cent, 
and I percent of that goes for taxes. Some 
people say that. this depression in business is 
‘ause of over-production, and according to 
that idea the poor in this country may get very 
rich by being idle a year. But the trouble is 
not over-production, it is under-consumption. 
One of mg friends says he don’t see any differ- 
ence. Over-production wouid be the production 
of more boots than could be worn, under-con- 
sumption would be the production of more than 
a starving people could buy and pay for. The 
granaries of the West are bursting with grain, 
the warehouses of the East are crowded with 
goods. And yet the railroads, whose managers 
are aching to carry these goods, are constantly 
failiug and passing into the hands of first, and 
second, and third mortgagees. Yet why cannot 
these two things get together? It is not be- 
cause of a hard money market, for the banks 
iave abundance to loan, and have to 
return to the Treasury money on which 
they can realize no interest. 14 is because 
when the food gets here from the West, 
the people have nothing to buy with, and the 
clothing which the starving and shivering peo- 
ple of the Northwest need they cannot have, 
because they cannot pay for it. There is some- 
thing wanting to start business again. Money 
will not change it, whether it be of silver or not: 
but something will,—the confidence that shall 
make a man feel that he can invest his money 
safely in business and give laborers a chance to 
work. I tell you,.gentiemen, it is ‘no small 
matter that there are to-day in this country 
1,000,000 idle laboring-men. This involves a 
loss of $2,000,000 a day; a loss which in three 
years would be equal to the whole national 
debt. And this dépression has continued for 
four years. Sir, it would be better to have paid 
this debt asa loan; and the load of this debt 
would have been nothing if the labor of the 
country were employed, instead of being clogged 
and hampered as it is to day. 
OTHER MATTERS. 

Now, believing as I do that the Silver bill 
must prevail, there is another subject on which 
we are agreed,—the neeessity of a tariff which 
shall protect our skill and industry. Now, who 
advocate the Silver bill! The West and South. 
Will finding fault and calling hard names, 
sticking sticks into men and wounding their 
feelings, tend to make men considerate of the 
interests of New England? 

There is another matter of interest to New 
Engiand,—her fisheries,—the only ſadustry of 
Massachusetts which is symbotized in her legis- 
lative hall. Are you awére that three or four

REMARKS OF GEN. BANKS. 

Gen. N. P. Banks, “thé patron saint of the 
Club,“ was next introduced. He remarked that 
he certainly had no desire to enter into a dis- 
cussion with his colleague, for wuom he had the 
highest respect. They had not alwavs held 
opinions in full accord, but when they 
had agreed they agreed cordially, and 
when they differed they differed earnestly— 
as might be known. He no doubt 
of the legality and sufficiency of the Presi- 
dent’s title, and never had; and, if there had 
been negotiations or bargaining with people of 
the Southern section of the country, as had 
been charged, in order that the title might be 
confirmed or enforced, hu believed it necessary. 
He held that the Rebels at the South should 
never have been given the power to overthrow 
the Government. He would have adopted a 
different pian of reconstruction, perhaps suffer- 
ing but one or two States to come back at a 
time, and those under such conditions as should 
forever prevent danger. But the Government 
has saved us thus far from their machinations, 
and would save us. He believed it was a good 
Government, and had no sympathy with those 
who decried it. In regard to the fishery ques- 
tion, Gen. Banks said he differed from his 
colleague. When nations made treaties they 
were to be respected. Although we had been 
bheated in the awards under the Washington 
treaty, the faith of the nation had been 
pledged, and he beliqved it to be the 
duty of Congressmen: to vote for an ap- 
propriation to pay the gward of the Fishery 
Commission. The fact was, we had been sold 
out when we agreed to take money in pay- 
ment for the outrages of the Alabama and 
other cruisers. 
for-the removal of the British flag from Amer- 
ican soil, so that the whote of America should 
be ruled by a Government of its own people. 
When nations begin to sell their rights and 
honor for money, they ate sure to get cheated 
sooner or later; and so the Yankees, shrewd as 
they are, were chested by the country from 
which they derived {their birth and language 
in the operations of the Commission under the 
Washington treaty. The clause providing for a 
commission: to settle the fishery question ap- 
peared fair endugh. It previded for the pay- 
ment to England of whatever the Commission 
should award for the conéession to this country; 
or to us by England for the concessions by us 
to her, if these appeared the greater.. It was 
as likely, on the face of things, that 
we should be paid something as that we 
should be called upon to pay. But the 
result was that we must pay $5,500,000 for the 
privileges of each period ot twetve years; and 
50, in thirty years, we would have to pay more 
than the whole sum awafded us for the Ala- 
bama claims. The Genera! did not consider 
that silver bad been demonetized. The laws of 
1873 neglected to provide for silver coinage, it 
was true; but it dia not Gemonetize the silver 
already coined. There was some $8,000,000 or 
$9,000,000 of this, and whoever possessed it 
had a right to pay bis debts with it. It was 
still a legal-teuder; the silver dollar is still a 
good dollar. But he believed that Congress 
should remonetize silver—that is, provide for 
its coinage again. This country produced one- 
half of the silver of the whole world, —its 
yearly production to-day was more than that of 
all the rest of the world, and silrely America 
should not debase so important a product by 
its own act. In closing, the speaker paida 
high tribute to the Administration and to the 
country, in general terms, with words full of 
hope for the future of the nation, its progress, 


anu its destiny.

THE, BIG BONANZAS. 


Alleged Ways that Are Very Dark—How 
the Bonanza Kings Have Put Millions in 
Their Purses—Diamond Drills, Doctored 
Reports. and a Wholesale Fleecing of the 
Public. 


Correspondence New York Sun. 

San Francisco, Dec. 28.—Alexander Delmar’s 
recent report has carried havoc among the min- 
ing stock manipulators, and set people to think- 
ing of the villainies that have been practiced in 
the management of the Comstock mines. It 
is doubtful if a true report has ever been made 
byaSuperintendent of the Bonanza mines. Their 
statements are designed to affect the price of 

stocks, and are prepared with that end in view, 

in contempt df facts. Diamond drills are 
secretly used, and by them the mines. are 
thoroughly explored. When by such means 4 
rich ore body is discovered, the fact is carefully 
concealed until the time arrives to further 
some scheme of jobbery in bulling stock. Then 
itis uncovered and greatly magnified. It is es- 
timated that six or seven stock dealers, who 
have controlled the heavy mines. have milked 
this community out of more money than is to- 
day in circulation here. They pay themselves 
for milling the ores and in a variety of other 
ways, having a sort of Credit Mobilier arrange- 
ment. As a means of correcting the evils in 
some measure, a bill, it is said, will be intro- 
duved into the Legislature at its present session 
to compel the Superintendent of every mine 
listed on the Stock Boards to prepare a sworn 
monthly statemeut, embodying an itemized ac- 
count of expenditures, accurately describing the 
work performed iv the mine, and giving the re- 
sults of explorations with the diamond drill. 
The enactment of such a measure would be 
clearly in the interest of the public and against 
that of the stock sharps, and it is probable that 
its passage will be contested by a formidable 
lobby well supplied with coin. 

From a geutleman who recently visited Vir- 
ginia City to make inquiries in behalf of a num- 
ber of anxious stockholders, and who appears to 
be well informed in relation to the stock market, 
Ihave obtained some figures (verified to my 
satisfaction) bearing on the Comstock mines, 
which may be welcome to stockholders, a con- 
siderable number of whon, it is said, are travel- 
ing in Europe on the dividends paid by Califor- 
nia ana Consolidated Virginia. He says that 
for several years the Comstock was the greatest 
mining camp in the world, and gives the record 
of twenty-five of its most prominent mines— 
there being a thousand or more wild-cats ’’— 
as follows:

About 40 pef cent of the bullion yield is 
gold. The mstock ores were first. utilized 
during the year 1861, so that this unparalleled 
yield has been added to the wealth of the 
world in the short period of sixteen years. But 
good authorities agree with Delmar that the 
Comstock mines are being rapidly exhausted of 
paying ores, and are on the decline. 

Mr. Griffith, my informant, confirms the sus- 
picion that a Ring exists, embracing the mana- 
gers of all the leading mines at Virginia City. 
He says that although it is dog eat dog among 
themselves, still they are a unit as regards out- 
siders. Any member of this organization has 
tne authority to discharge any minerif he is 
reasonably suspected of giving information to 
ar? outsider relative to the richness or the 
poverty of the lower levels, or the percentages 
and commissions received, or the buildings that 
are erected for private use at the expense of 
the assessment payers. Were a miner to give 
out any important secret he would be dis- 
charged, and could never again obtain work on 
the Comstuck lode. 

Upon my inquiring of Griffith whether he had 
any special object of inquiry as to the mines in 
visiting Virginia City. he said: I was seeking 
information relative to milis, milling, ‘slimes,’ 
tailings, etc. ‘here are thirty-eight quartz 
milis in the vicinity of the Comstock lode, hav- 
ing an aggregate daily milling capacity of 2,749 
tons. Several of these, however, situated on 
the Carson River, owing to the extreme drought, 
have not been running for several months. The 
Consolidated Virginia and California have pro- 
duced since 1872, up to date, 798,289 tons of ore, 
yielding $75,831,553. It has cost the stock- 
holders, exclusive of assessments, $28.73 per 
tov for every ton of ore produced by the two 
mines. The vext greatest Bonanza was that in 
the Crown Point and Belcher mines, now ex- 
hausted. Thetotal yield of that ore body was 
1,390,000 tons, worth $58,400,000. The dividends 
paid were $26,016,000, and the cost of produc- 
tion, exclusive of assessments, $32,334,000, an 
average per ton of $22.10. The cost of 

roduction by the Crown Poivt-Belcher bonanza 

las been exaggerated by at least $5 per ton, and 
as to the cost by the Consolidated Virginia-Cal- 
ifornia bonanza, there was a clear theft of at 
least $8 per ton. The $8 per ton, aggregating 
$6,356,312, is not the only clear steal: slimes 
and tailings would furnish au interesting item. 
Ten per cent of the ore runs into slime, which 
ranges from 10 to 20 per cent higher in grade 
than the ore itself. This important article is 
rescrvoired by the Ring,—who control the 
leading mills,—and is mixed with concentra- 
tions (tailings from the same mines), worked 
through their tailings mills, and the bullion so 
obtained fg appropriated by the mill-owners. 
Not one cent of it has ever been paid to stock- 
holders. The item of slimgs and tailings 18

“Although some concentrations from the 
Bonanza mines were found to assay over $70 
per ton, yet the average of the two kinds might 
be moderately estimated at $15 perton. The 
value of the slimes is $104.50 per ton,—10 per 
cent higher than the average grade of the ore,— 
and it is at least a very good milling propo- 
sition. This, of course, is exclusive of what 
mizht be added by changing the. usual number 
of hours the crushed ore remains in the pan or 
the sizes of screens. The cost of production is 
not more than $5 per ton, milling by steam 
power, and about $4 per ton for tailings mills 
using water-power. Here is a fair estimate of 
the operations of the Bonanza party in slimes 
up to the close of October, 1877:

There appears to be no prospect for the dis- 
covery of a new bonanza on the Comstock. 
Againstitare the enormous depths to which 
the explorations have attained, the intense 
heat, the flow of water, which in many places 
pours from the interior rock at a scaiding tem- 
perature, the difficulties of ventilation. and 
other serious obstacles encountered as greater 
depths are reached, constantly increasing 
expenses. Besides, there have been used, 
in addition to the various secret drifts, cross- 
cuts, and winzes, more than twenty diamond 
drilis capable of boring at any angle for 
several thousand feet. Where they Mave 
been used every foot of rock passed 
through bas been assayed. A large bod 
of ore could not readily be missed by this 
certain means of discovery. Such drills have 
been used iv the following mines: Consolidated 
Virginia, California, Utah, Sierra Nevada, Mex- 
ican, Union, Ophir, Best & Belcher, Gould & 
Curry, Savage, Combination Shaft, Hale & Nor- 
cross, Chollar, Potosi, Bullion, Exchequer, Con- 
solidated imperial, Yellow Jacket, Kentuck, 
Crown Point, Belcher, Overman, Caledonia, 
Justice, Dayton, Prospect, Andes, Julia, Wood- 
ville, N. Consolidated Virginia, New York, Alta, 
and Baltimere Consolidated. 

„ Wersham, of the Calcutta mine, and Fair 
have private drills.

As for 
the Sutro Tunnel adding to the value 
of the present worked-out mines, it is 
absurd to men who are at all familiar with the 
situation.

* the stock business on this coast differs ma- 
terially from that in New York and other places. 
The Stock Boards ‘here during the year have over 
200 different mines represented on their lists. 


They range in price from one cent to hundreds 


of dollars per share. Servant girls, widows, 
merchants, lawyers, mechanics, ministers, edit- 
ors, legislators, Congressmen, bootblacks, and 
scavengers alike dabble in stocks. Possibly, the 
influence brought to bear may have something 
to do with it, Fully eight duily newspapers on 
‘this coast are believed to be subsidized organs 
of this Ring, and, together with 500 cappers 
engaged by the same worthies, they make up a 
brilliant array of talent. Some, however, claim 
that the pumber of cappers has not exceeded 
250, but I have reason to believe that during the 


‘big deal, three years ago, fully 500 men were 


employed by the Ring tor the purpose of robing 
in the unwary and inducing people to purchase. 
Miners are known to have received their regular 
pay from the mines for ‘walking’ California 
street. 

“During my last visit at Vircinia City, they 
‘smelt a rat,’ as the saying is; for I found that 
28 legitimate avenue of information relative 
to the mills, milling, slimes, tailings, etc., had 
been closed against me; consequently, it was 
rather up-hill work to find out what I wanted. 
i attempted to interview some of the prominent 
workmen in the mills, in order to ascertain the 
change that took place in the number of hours 
that the crushed ore remained in the grinding 
and amalgamating pan and the different sized 
screen that is being used. These important points 
regulate the grade of the tailings, if there are 
avy stealing going on of that pecuhar kind. But 
not an amalgamator could be found who would 
dare communicate any of the deep-hidden se- 
crets. They sent threatening letters tome. I 
haye three in my possession new. Of course 1 
cannot positively prove that they emanated from 
this same kind of knaves, but there are some 
very good indications pointing in that direction, 
For instance, during my slay in that place last 
June, a prominent citizen and a Superintend- 
ent under the same Ring, called on a friend of 
mine, a gentleman who at one time had taken 
heavy contracts from the Ring, and threatened 
him that ii he communicated certain intelligence 
to me, he could nev: r again get anything to do 
on the Comstock. Within an hour after I was 
told of the interview. Tbe threatening letters 
that were sent to me appear to have been mailed 
at Gold Hill, an adjoining town. Here is one 
of them: 

**Vinermia Crry, Saturday. — —Sin: The 
object of your visit is known fully! Unless you 
depart without investigating, or pry into our busei- 
ness further, you had better prepare to mect your 
(iod—24 hours limit! Yours, etc, By order of the 
Committee. BLoop.” 


WENDELL IN THE WEST. 
Mr. Phillips’ Experience with the Western 

People—Nineteen Out of Twenty Men for 

the Silver Dollar, 

Heston Herald. 

It is undoubtedly well known to the Herald 
readers that Mr. Wendell Phillips, the well- 
known exponent of the gospel of paper money, 
has been on a lecturing-tour in the West, and, 
with the view of presenting to our readers the 
impression received by Mr. Phillips while gone, 
a reporter interviewed him at his residence on 
Essex street yesterday afternoon. The old 
gentleman was in a chatty mood at the time, 
and the result of the interview is as follows: 

„What has vohr Western trip shown you to 
be the state of the public mind there with regard 
to the prominent political questions“ 

„Well, in answer to that question, | should 
say I went West supposing that the financial 
question was one of great prominence, and that 
the people there largely sympathized-with the 
greenback view. I thought I understood how 
far this change in the pablic mind extended, 
and how widespread was their support of the 
paper-money system. But I was astonished at 
the profound, intense feeling on the subject, 
and how widely, in the ranks of both parties, 
the conviction prevailed that there must be a 
change in the financial policy of the Govern- 
ment, and that the change Would have to con- 
sist in adopting the greenback theory. I 
lectured more than forty times, as far West 
as Omaha, and there was hardly a town that I 
entered where I was not surrounded by men 
interested in the Greenback party, who 
wished me to address them publicly on that 
question. The wish to have silver remonetized 
is nearly as unanimous as any political question 
ever is. I found more than nineteen men out 
of évery twenty in fayor of thatidea. I do not 
think the Eastern press, the seaboard press, is 
at all aware of therapid and deep change in pub- 
lic feeling on this subject within the last vear. 
it will undoubtedly be one of the governing 
elements, if not the governing element, in the 
next Presidential election.“ 

Is it, generally speaking, a subject of con- 
versation!“ 

“Yes; [think [ can say it is the most fre- 
quent subject of conversation. It is talked 
about by citizens when they meet casually’, in 
the cars, at hotels, ard public assemblies. Yes, 
sir, it seems to me to be fixed tn the minds of 
the people out there that it is to be the great 
question of the future.“ 

Does the West suppose she can govern the 
country on this issue!“ 

„The West does not suppose that she alone is 
to govern the country, but Western men are 
sure that, unless circumstanees change very 
materially, the South is to have the governing 
influence, and the South is almosta unit on 
this subject, and, in any combination with the 
West, she will be able to carry this question 
over any Presidential veto or other obstaele. 
The West is so much in earnest that, unless 
gratified by some concession on this point, they 
would seem likely to smash either or both par- 
ties. Times are better there than here, and 
still the commercial stagnation and shrinkage of 
property is so great that no otoer issue seems 
for a moment of the “es um portance in 
comparison with this. Sellers and buyers, 
traders and farmers, and most every class, ex- 
cept bankers (and some of them), are dead in 
earnest to break the yoke of what they consider 
a false system—a system which redounds only 
to the advantage of the seaboard States. 
Money, to be sure, has fallen from 10 to8 per 
cent, but it is only in rare imstances that 
men are really able to pay this; hence 
they feel that they are in circumstances 
which make them slaves to States where 
capital is hoarded. The old cry, ‘Repudiation 
and national dishonor,’ that used to be flung 
so freely about by specie-basis men, has to a 
great extent ceased, and in the respectful tone 
of patient argument, or something which af- 
fects to be argument, now adopted by specie- 
basis men, would seem to be the evidences how 
clearly they Uiscern the vast majority which is 
growing up against them. The Eastern specte- 
basis press flouts and insults its opponents. 
The Western specie-basis editor meets his ob- 
ponent with fair arguments and respectful at- 
tention. They seem to feel that they are stand- 
ing on the eve of acoming majority. The sea- 
board States are losing control of the helm, 
and, if they do not wish the Westto take the bit 
in its mouth and rush somewhg§ hotly on to its 
goal, the wiser method is to net it half way. 
I ventured to prophesy in the spring of 1S75, at 
a meeting of the Social Science Association, 
that this Government never would resume 
specie payments by statute, and that anticiva- 
tion seems to be about tulfilled. I venture to 
prophesy now that, if met with timely con- 
cession, the West would be willing to have the 
measure restored that took from the National 
Banks the right to issue currency, and gave 
it exclusively to the nation, and allow 
it to rest solely on the national credit, leaving 
untouched the payment of national bonds ia 
coin. Lf some such settlement is deferred much 
longer, the question will be raised whether the 
nation is bound to pay its principal at all in 
coin,—the principal of its 6id bonds at all in 
coin,—and bow far this would cause a change in 
gold before a settlemeut is reached, no man can 
say. Conservatism always cuts its own throat 
by its own resistance, and any man; who has 
traveled in the Valley of the Mississippi, will 
agree that the time for a wise, prudent settle- 
ment of the question is close at hand, and anv 
delay is at the greatest possible risk. Hunger,“ 
ic is said, will go through stone walls,“ and 
men who see themselves bankrupt, not by their 
own fault, but by the fault of the Government 
and the greed of capitalists, are in great danger 
of listening to rash counsels. There is a ground 
swell on the banks of the Mississippi which pol- 
iticians would do well to heed, and, wi the 
South for au ally—the South that cares neither 
for honesty nor the nation itselt—vith such a 
South for an ally, it would be wise for capital to 
avoid the shock of a collision.”

BROKEN BANKS. 
THE STATE. 

It has been observed with great truth on 
sundry occasions that when the wine is in the 
wit is out. A Practical illustration of this 
was furnished a few days ago in the case of a 
depositor in the State Savings Institution. His 


name is 
CHARLES GOEBRL, 

and the bank holds a mortgage on his property, 
located on the North Side, for $1,500. The in- 
terest thereonj amounting to $75, is due in Jan- 
uary. A few days before the first of the month 
Goebel called on Judge Otis, said he had no 
money to pay the interest, but that 
he wanted to draw his deposit 
less the interest. As be afterwards told 
the story toa company of choice souls, when 
somewhat in the condition intimated by the 
proverb, his deposit amounted to $500. He 
further represented that the Judge had at first 
turnedacold shoulder te his entreaties, but 
that a note from Washington Hesing made the 
matter all right, and he got his 8500, less the 
interest on the mortgage. The facts, as stated 
by the Receiver, are these: Goebel came into 
the bank and was introduced by Mr. Hesing. 
After some little tal, the Receiver did in his 
case just what be has done in more than fifty 
others—allowed the deposit to stand as a set- 
off, according to the decision of Judge 
Williams. It furthermore appears that the de- 
posit amounted to just $28, instead of $500. 
Goebel paid over the difference, $47, the amount 
on his pass-book made up the whole amount, 
$75, and that was all there was of it. 

Judge Otis is in hopes of being able to dis- 
pose ofalot of securities in New York this 


month. These include South Park bonds, Cal- 


umet bonds, etc. Some of them are held as 
collaterals, but the Judge thinks they can 
be worked loose. Negotiations have been 
pending for some time for their sale, 
which, it is believed, will be consummated dur- 
ing the month. Should ne succeed in thus 
converting this portion of the asséts into cash 
he hopes, with the proceeds and the amount of 
cash on hand, to be able to paya 10 per cent 
dividend some time in February.

has not had time to look it over. Mr. High, 
his counsel, was to return from Washington last 
night, and the two gentlemen will go over the 
report together. Until then the Judge is 
averse to letting it go out of his hands and 
having it pass beneath the scrutiny of 
reporters’ prying eyes. The main points, 
however, have already been published in these 
columns—particulariy those relating to the lob- 
bying scheme.

THE BEEHIVE INVESTMENT CERTIFICATES. 

Judge Williams was engaged yesterday in 
hearing an argument on tae demurrer to the 
cross-bill in the case of 8. D. Ward, Receiver of 
the Merchants’, Farmers’ & Mechanics’ 
Savings Bank vs. George Chandler, 
Trustee. The suit was brought to compel 
Chandler to surrender certain securities held 
for the benefit of the purchasers of the invest- 
ment certificates of the bank. Soon after the 
suit was un Chandler resigned, and Mr. 
Ward was substituted. Mr. Ward, as Receiver 
insists that Mr. Ward as Trustee cannot hold 
these securities, because they were given to the 
officers of the bank originally in trust for the 
depositors, and those officers cannot divert 
that trust fund to other es: that 
it was an act beyoud their power to 
authorize the issue of the investment 
certificates securing them by mortgages be- 
longing to the savings depositors; and that 
if such a misappropriation can be sustained, 
then the Spencerian system of banking can by 
the same line of reasoning be justified. The 
argument was concluded at 5 o’clock, and the 
Judge took the matter under advisement. 


OBITUARY. 
MRS. G. 8. INGRAHAM. 
Died, at Hyde Park, III., Jan. 3, Mrs. Frances 
S. Ingraham, daughter of the late Hiram C. 
Foster, Esq., and wife of G. 8. Ingraham, Esq., 


of this city. 

Mrs. Ingraham was born at Wilton, Saratoga 
County, N. Y., Jan. 21, 1825. She was the eldest 
of four sisters, of whom the remaining three 
are Mrs. James Gilchrist and the Misses Foster, 
of this elty. On the 14th of July, 1847, she 
was married, and ten years later accompanied 
her husband to Chicago, where Mr. Ingraham 
soon became prominently identified with the 
business interests of the city. Previous to her 
marriage a tumor bad made its appearance up- 
on her face, but was successfully removed, aud 
did not reappear for several years. Upon its re- 
currence the best medical aid was promptly 
summoned, and for years her life was one long 
struggle with the insidious, relenticss foe. 

A constant sufferer not only from the terrible 
disease itself, but from the efforts made for its 
removal, she still maintained her position in 
society with wonderful courage and ability. 
The faithful ally and counselor of her husband, 
she bore her part in the generous hospitality 
which has always characterized their home with 
rare judgment and good sense. In her own 
family and among the large circle of their 
acquaintance she was known and admired for 
her devotion and fidelity, and in every relation 
of life she was more than equal to all just re- 
quirements. In 1864 she united with the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church, which Dr. 
Patterson was the pastor, and the re- 
lation continued untit her death. In .Febru- 
ary, 1874, Mr. and Mrs. Ingraham sustained 
a severe loss in the death of their oniv child, 
Mr. H. F. Ingraham, of the Commercial Hotel. 
From this time Mrs. Ingraham’s mind was 
especially turned towards that future world 
to which it was now evident that she was surely 
hastening. Therecord of the last three years 
is something of which one may well hesitate 
to write, because the very plainest and simplest 
utterance of the truth concerning it must seem 
to those who have not been familiar with the 
sick-room an exaggeration. The attending 
physicians give it as their opinions that the 
records of medical science either in Europe or 
Amerca scarcely afford the parallel of her 
case for long-continued suffering. Yet 
it has been borne with such patience, 
such fortitude, such unvarying sweetness and 
tender consolation for those who watched by 
her bedside, as no words can fitiy portray. For 
months it has seemed she could not live fron? 
day today, yet she retained almost to the last 
hour her consciousness, and all the sweet heroic 
attributes of her mtnd. Her last thoughts were 
for others quite as much as for herself, and 
though her sufferings moved strong men to 
tears, she could still remember to leave behind 
her words of wisdom and tenderness to those 
who so sorely needed consolation. Neither 
would justice be done ifno mention were made 
of the tender and pever-failing devotion which 
has watched by her bedside. So to suffer, and 
so to minister, requires a heroism of nobie and 
rarer type than much that has been celebrated 
in immortal verse. Her death at last was peace- 
ful and unconscious, and while those who stood 
around her were stricken to the heart, they 
mourned ds those not without hope. 

Dead she is not, but departed, 
For the Christian never diese. 

Mrs. Ingraham’s funeral will take place at 
Hyde Park to-day. 

ALEXANDER MURRAY. 

Last Christmas afternoon, Mr. Alexander 
Murray, brother of Robert H. Murray, of 8 
Simons & Co., 272 West Lake street. met with 
an accident which, it is alleged, indirectly re- 
sulted in his death yesterday morning. The 
deceased was at the corner of Fifth ave- 
nue and Madison. street, about 5 o’clock, 
and had hailed a car going West. Mr. 
Murray was smoking, and intended 
to get upon the front platform. The driver 
told him to hurry up, and started on before the 
deceased could gain the platform, and he was 
thrown down, the wheels of the car passing 
over ove of. his legs, crushing it in a fearful 
manner, just above the ankle. The street was 
very muddy, and the unfortunate gentleman 
was covered from head to foot with it so that 
be was almost unrecognizable. Instead of pick- 
ing up the injured man, the conductor and 
driver allowed him to lie in the street for some 
time, and finally the passengers interfered and 
took him over to Peuser’s drug-store, near 
*. from whence he was taken to his home, 
No. 306 West Washington street. Soon after 
he was taken to his residence Drs. Carr and 
Bogud were summoned, and they found the 
bones of the leg terribly crushed. The de- 
ceased was allowed to lie in the street just long 
enough to contract a severe cold, which, it is 
alleged, resulted in pneumonia and death. Dr. 
Carr stated that Mr. Murray’s death resulted 
directly from the accident and the subsequent 
unnecessary exposure, and that, had the driver 
and conductor acted humanely, there was no 
doubt that his life could have been saved, as the 
injury of itself was vot necessarily fatal. The 
deceased was a young man, 27 years of. age, and 
well known in the West Division. He was 
most exemplary in his habits, and, besides his 
brother, he leaves an aged and heart-broken 
mother and a sister. Coroner Dietzach has becn 
notified, and will hold an inquest to-day and get 
at all the particulars in the case as far as possi- 
ble.

A FEW FIGURES. 

County Clerk Kiokke yesterday took a look 
through what is known as the Board ledger, 
with a view to secing how accounts had been 
kept under Lieb. This particular book has 
been commented on before in these columns, 
and age has not improved it. It is a miserable 
bungle from beginning to end, and absolutely 
unintelligible. It is to be filed away as a relic 
of the Ring” management, anda new ledger 
is to be opened, which will be kept after some 
approved system. The old book shows, among 
other things, by adding up long columns of 
figures, the majority of which are entered as 
‘**sundries,”’ that the expenses of the county in- 
stitutions last year were largely in excess of the 
year before.

THE CITY-HALL. 


The city starts out on the new year with 2,788 
licensed saloons. 

During the month of December the police of 
this city made 2,115 arrests. 

The Treasurer’s receipts yesterday were 1 
from the City Collector, $2,684 from the Water 
Department, and $3,961 from the Comptroller. 
The disbursements were about $8,500, of which’ 
sum $5,500 went to Mr. Watkins’ Gas Company. 

The various departments of the City Govy- 
ernment are busy upou their annual reports, 
some of which will be ready before the cus- 
tomary time. The Law Department bas = 
completed the recodification of the city ordi- 
nances. 

The Times of a few days ago was authority 
for the statement that the coal for the North 
Side Pumping-Works cost the city $425 per 
day, and demanded to know why “ slack”’ 
should not be used. The truth is, that the 
daily supply of coal costs $112, and not $450, 
and that, while slack might be used at perhaps 
a little less than one-half the cost of good an- 
thracite coal, it would perform but half the 
work of that coal. 

THE DETECTIVES. 

Lieut. Wiliam J. McGarigle, in charge of the 
detective force, has completed his report for 
1877. It contains the criminal arrests, amount 
of property recovered, amount of stolen prop- 
erty returned to oher cities, and a list of fugi- 
tives from justice traced to and arrested in 
other cities, and brought back to Chicago for 
trial, by the detectives of Central Station. And 
considcring the exceedingly simall number of 
men employed, Lieut. McGarigle compliments 
the force upon its untiring and effectual labors.

GOODRICH HELD. 
Before Justice Poliak yesterday morning was 
arraigned Justin Goodrich, a ticket-scalper, 
*who has done business at No. 99 Clark street.

road was the complainant, and al- 
h had bought 
from two colored men, porters on Pullman 
palace cars, tickets which they, the porters, had 
taken from passengers, [failed to deliver to the 
train conductors, and sold to the accused. A 
full account of the arrest and cause of arrest of 
the scalpers was published in Sunday’s Trrs- 
unn. Messrs. A. S. Trude and M. Brown 
appeared respectively for the prosecution and 
defense. 

The first witness was Thomas F. Dyson. He 
testified that he lived at No. 32644 Third avenue, 
and was a porter on a Pullman palace car run- 
ning between Chicago and St. Louis. He had 
sold tickets to Goodrich; got the tickets by 
larceny from the passengers in his car; sold 
three tickets to St. Louis at one time for $21; 
wore a part of his Pullman uniform—the pants 
and vest—at the time of the sale, which took 
place in Goodrich’s office: told the defendant 
then that he was a porter. 

Shadrack Willidms, also a porter, living at 
No. 831 State street, testified that he had sold 
three St. Louis tickets, similarly stolen, at one 
time to Goodrich, whom he had told that he 
was a borter. Defendant had told him that he 
would purchase other tickets if be would bring 
them to him, and said that he would be obliged 
to use care in the eale of the tickets because the 
railroad was alter him.“ 

After counsel for the defense had entered a 
motion for dismissal, the defendant was put 
upon the stand, and swore that be did not 
know thatthe tickets aforesaid were stolen, 
neither had he at any time purchased or sold a 
ticket which he knew had been stolen: He de- 
nied saying to Williams that he would have to 
be careful because of the railroad’s enmity. 

Constable George Hartman, who worked up 
the case for the railroad, testified to baving 
seen the two porters go into CGoodrich’s office. 
Mr. Samuel B. Whipple, the Assistant General 
Superintendent of the Chicago, Alton & St. 
Louis Railroad, testified concerning some techni- 
calities. Lawyer Brown submitted his side of 
the case without argument, and Mr. Trude 
closed. The Court said that it was his duty if 
he believed an accused guiity to hold him to 
the Criminal Court. He should fix the bail at 


$1,000.

When searched 
at the station $11 and some odd 
change, in connterfeits, both. gold and 
silver, were found in his possession. 
Detectives Lansing and Shea were put upon 
the case, and iast evening they arrested Robert 
Blackburn, a dentist doing business at No. 1430

found about $24 of spurious money, and upon 
searching the premises they found small and 
incomplete apparatus for making thé coun- 
terfeits. Heal was employed by Dr.

Neither of them appear to have been in the 
business very long, and Blackburn seems to 
have taken to it naturally enough because his 
business was so poor. The coins, though not 
exactly bad pieces of workmanship, are not 
nearly as perfect as were those of Carter, the 
young counterfeiter recentiv sent down.

in the account of the murder published yes- 
terday morning, it was incprrectly stated that 
young Hartt, the son of the proprietor of the 
saloon, was in the jail charged with burgiary. 
The boy was once arrested on some such charge, 
but was discharged by the Police Justice, tnere 
being no evidence against him. This is the only 
time that he has ever been in any trouble. In- 
stead of the saloon being a resort for bad char- 
acters, it appears that this is the first time that 
there has been trouble there sinve Mr. Hartt
